House Speaker Foresees Problems

Bill Clayton, Speaker of 
the 
Texas 
House 
of 
Representatives, discussed 
the future of the state’s food 
and water supplies at a 
dinner yesterday evening at 
the Texas A&M Extension 
Center. 
The speech was heard by 
some 150 persons including 
approximately 
35 
state 
representatives and can­ 
didates for those positions. 
Bob Hendricks of McKinney, 
who represents the district 
encompassing Plano, was 
one of those in attendance. 
Several local citizens, as 
well as men and women 
from Tarrant and Dallas 
counties, were also on hand 
for the dinner, sponsored by 
the Dallas Agricultural Club. 
Clayton 
was 
elected 
Speaker of the House in 
January 1975 and has served 
in the Texas legislature for 
14 years. A native of West 
Texas, the speaker received 
his bachelor’s degree from 
Texas A&M University in 
agricultural economics. 
Introduced as “one of the 
most progressive farmers in 
the state,” Clayton took the 
podium and, departing from 
his prepared speech, began 
his portion of the program by 
condemning the “ current 


trend” to view politicians in 
a negative light. 
“ It takes a lot more to 
serve in public office today 
than it did years ago,” he 
stressed. “The trend today is 
that when one (politician) 
steps out of line, the rest are 
thrown in the same basket. 
This is bad for America, bad 
for Texas ” 
Speaking of the state 
representatives and c a n ­ 
didates in the audience, 
Clayton continued by noting 
that “ the people here tonight 
are honorable; their in­ 
tegrity is unquestionable.” 
He then proceeded with his 
prepared remarks covering 
droughts in Texas and other 
w ater 
problem s 
The 
speaker claimed that Texas 
is 
becoming 
a 
w ater 
deficient state and that 
unless water development is 
increased, the state’s acres 
and acres of fertile land will 
be ruined 
Long an advocate of water 
development 
legislation. 
Clayton said he believed that 
proper planning in water 
supplies now could help 
solve 
the 
problems 
of 


the future 
“A major drought, more 
severe than the recent one in 
Africa and more severe than 
that now being experienced 
in England and other parts 
of Europe is being predicted 
by scientists for the Great 
Plains,” said the speaker 
“ Increasing 
population, 
inadequate food supplies and 
clim atic 
changes 
could 
strain our lands to such a 
point 
that 
we could ex­ 
perience over a widespread 
area conditions similar to 


those that killed millions in 
Africa. 
“We need the margin of 
plentiful water if we are to 
face 
any 
anticipated 
drought, either now or in the 
future,” he continued “We 
need plentiful water if we 
are to feed ourselves and the 
world.” 
In November, Clayton 
pointed out, Texas citizens 
will go to the polls to vote on 
enlarging the state’s Water 
Development 
Fund 
by 
Constitutional 
amendment

above and behind his seat by 
working bicycle pedals. 
The “ Daedalus” has no 
tail and will rely on the wing 
for stability This is the only 
part about which he has 
doubts. Until he test flies the 
plane he won’t know how 
stable it is.

Bellingham Airport, 90 miles 
north of Seattle.

Gen. Lewis Blaine Hershey, 
under whose direction 20 
million men were drafted 
into the 
arm ed 
services, 
said: 
“ As soon as you let the 
draft lag, you just simply cut 
off one of your arm s.” 
While many an American 
man has breathed a sigh of 
relief over the passing of the 
U.S. A rm y’s draft. Hershey, 
once accused of running the 
draft with an iron hand, 
re g re ts 
the end 
of 
the 
system 
When asked if the country 
is militarily prepared with 
today’s all-volunteer arm y, 
he answers with a 
blunt 
“ no." 
“ I have contended always 
that 
the person who is 
prepared has less chance of 
using th at p re p a re d n ess. 
Don’t think that our possible 
enemies don’t know 
what 
we're able to do.” he said 
Hershey, 82. lives with his 
wife of 59 years in suburban 
Bethesda, Md The walls of 
his wood-paneled den are 


lined w ith photographs of the 
six 
presidents 
he 
served 
under as draft director from 
UMI-1970. 
H ershey 
b ec am e 
con 
troversial during the Viet 
nam War period after calling 
antiwar 
dissenters 
“ long­ 
haired, run ny-nosed dirty 
e a re d 
m is fits” 
and 
suggesting students who ob 
struct the draft have their 
deferments taken aw'ay. 
On Feb 
16. 1970. in the 
heat of the Vietnam conflict, 
and on the 59th anniversary 
of his 
enlistment 
in

Indiana N ational G uard, 
President Richard M Nixon 
dismissed Hershey as draft 
director and appointed him 
assistant to the president on 
manpower mobilization 
He served in the White 
House for three years, doing 
“ practically nothing” until 
his retirement on April 9,

from the days when he “saw 
som ebody 
ev ery 
15 
m inutes,” hut the four-star 
general is involved with the 
Boy Scouts, Red Cross and 


writing to his four children 
and 13 grandchildren 
"I don’t see very well

don’t hear too much, but of 
course there s not too much 
to hear,” he said in a recent 
interview. 
Hershey doesn’t disguise 
the scorn he feels for the 
volunteer status of the a r ­ 
med services. 
He fears the country will 
be left “ helpless," in time of

doesn t “ have the capacity 
to expand rapidly if we have 
to." 
“Twice I ve gone through 
the change from

DEAR POLLY — Several large candles melted on my 
mahogany dining table. After lots of work I thought the 
table top was clean, but it looks smudgy regardless of 
how I clean it. I would certainly appreciate any help you 
can give me. — MRS. T.C. D. 
DEAR MRS. T.C .D . — Did you wash the table top with 
warm mild soap suds and immediately dry it, doing only 
a small area at a time? When I have had tiny dot size 
spots left on my table after candle wax was cleaned off, 
I usually find they are easiest removed by using a 
fingernail. In desperate cases, a cloth slightly dampen­ 
ed with alcohol and then polished immediately removes 
candle smudges. But it does cause some finishes to 
become dull looking, so do test first. — POLLY.
